HOBBS AND WOOLLEY.IN FORM.

HAMILTON (VICTORIA), Jan, 261TH.

_ Trouble in India. 

The centre of gravity of Indian unrest 
seems to have shitte ‘from the Punjab to 
the United Provinces. Here, in the Oudh 
district, a serious land agitation has been 
in progress for the past month. It 
has given rise to violent outbursts, 
and the United Provinees to-day are 
passing through a crisis not unlike 
that which reached its most acute phase 
in Ireland forty years ago. Hatred of the 
landlords is the cause of all the trouble, 
and, undoubtedly, the peasantry has many 
grievances. The Oudh Rent Act, which, 
it appears, governs the relations between 
landlord and tenant in that part of the 
country, is out of date. It bears too 
heavily. onthe tenantg and should have 
been revised long ago.. At the opening of 
the Legislative Council at Lucknow, on 
Saturday, Sir Harcourt Butler announced 
that the first task of-the new Government 
would be the revision of this Act. Doubt- 
less, his assurance will abate the fierce 
passions which the land dispute has 
aroused ; but in the meanwhile dangerous 
demonstrations are taking place through- 
out the Provinces. Since the beginning of 
the present month sixty-five houses have 
been looted in the neighbourhood of 
Fyzabad. A mob of some ten thousand 
infuriated peasants has run amok, and, 
while its original aim was the extermina- 
tion of the landlords, its anger now has 
been turned against the police. Oudh has 
become a rallying-ground for all the mal- 
contents of the United Provinces, and 
thousands are arriving daily from outlying 
districts to swell the ranks of the rioters. 
On Sunday the police were attacked in the 
Rae Bareli district and were forced to fire 
on the mob. Troops have left Lucknow 
for the disturbed area, and it is expected 
that their arrival on the scene will damp 
the ardour of the rioters. 

The trouble in the. United Provinces 
has furnished a rare opportunity to Mr. 
Gandhi. His object is the expulsion of 
the British from India, and he will wel- 
come the aid of the Fyzabad farm labourers 
just as heartily as if they were Sikhs from 
the Punjab or Brahmins from Madras. 
Unless the dispute be settled quickly the 
agitators will succeed in convincing the 
rioters that their real enemy is the Raj; 
and Lord Reading’s task, which, in all 
conscience, is difficult enough already, will 
be complicated by another ‘element of 
politics] unrest. Apart from Bengal, which 
is prosperous and peaceful, all India 
to-day is disturbed. Bombay: is worried 
about the exchange, and its chief griev- 
ance against the Government is the fall 
in the value of the rupee. The wild scenes 
which followed the killing of a few pigeons 
by some European boys last Saturday 
indicates the dégree in which Bombay s 
commercial troubles have intensified her 
religious prejudices. In the Punjab, 
although outward quiet prevails, the 
yandhi influence is still supreme. 
The Sikhs who served in the war 
are annoyed because the Government 
has not given them the land which it 
promised as a reward for their services, 
and the Gandhi party has been quick to 
exploit this grievance for its own purposes. 
The great campaign of passive resistance 
has failed to achieve its main object; but 
it is embarrassing the Government con- 
siderably ‘and* every new recruit to Mr. 
Gandhi s colours makes the administra- 
tion of the country more difficult. 
Throughout the Punjab, in Delhi, and 
now even in Calcutta, this fanatical 
“patriot ” has proclaimed his boycott of 
British rule. He has tfansformed peaceful 
villages into hot-beds of intrigue and sedi- 
tion, and his lieutenants, by their plausible 
sophistries, herve fired the ithagination of 
yeung Indians with crazy ideas. Mr. 
Gandhi is the author of his country’s 
unrest. While he is allowed to preach 
his gospel India will continue to seethe 
with discontent. 

Many people at home seem to believe 
that the appointment of Lord Reading as 
the new Viceroy has settled the Indian 
problem. There are others who profess to 
believe that it has made a settlement im- 
The one belief is as absurd as 
the other. No doubt, Lord Reading will 
be’ an excellent Viceroy. His nicely- 
balanced»mind will prove to be’ a great 
asset to the British Raj, which has suffered 
so much through the Bourbonism of some 
of its administrators. Besides, he -is a 
Jew, and, although his religion may not 
be beloved of the Hindu or the Mussul- 
man, his race qualifies him to appreciate 
Oriental ideals. Yet, even he cannot work 
a miracle; and, while it is foolish to think 
that his appointment will be detrimental 
to British interests, it is just as coolish 
to expect that he will exorcise the evil 
genius of Indian unrest as soon as he steps 
off the boat at Calcutta. A long time 
must elapse before India can be made 
happy again, and only by the exercise of 
the utmost tact and good statesmanshi 
ean the object be achieved at all. Slowly; 
but surely, the Indian public services are 
passing out of British hands. Even the 
medical service, as Dr. Webb-J ohnson told 
the East India Association on Monday, is 
being manned by natives to the gradual 
exclusion of European doctors. That is 
inevitable, and the Indian Government 
must keep pace with evolution. . India 
cannot be governéd to-day as Clive or 
Warren Hastings governed it. Not only the 
Viceroy, but the.whole Indian bureau- 
cracy, must apply more imagination to 
the task of government in the future. We 
are convinced that, despite Mr. Gandhi, 
India can be saved for the Empire. Every 
sensible Indian knows that the Raj stands 
between him and internecine chaos, but 
he demands a less rigid and more sym- 
pathetic interpretation of British rule.

Telephone Charges. 


The new telephone rates are a nasty 
thorn in ‘the Government’s side, and it is 
obvious that the Cabinet has been im- 
pressed by the strength and volume of the 
public’s protests. It is reported that at 
last week's meeting the Postmaster-Genera] 
was urged to consider other methods of 
raising increased revénide and to make 
radical changes in the ill-advised scheme 
that he has championed. Mr. Illingworth 
seems to have accepted the hint, and his 
latest communiqué indicates that he is 
searching for an alternative. The new 
trunk rates, which were to have come into 
force on February Ist, have been post- 
poned until April 1st. This is a clear 
gain for the great majority of telephone 
users, particularly business men, and we

RECALLED. 
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REFUSED FOOD IN PARKHURST, 

The death is officially reported at Parkhurst 
Prison of Stinie Morrison, who was convicted of 
the murder of Leon Beron on Clapham Com.

Afterwards he went 
on very well until June, 1917. He frequently 
petitioned against his sentence, and an un- 
| favourable answer had a bad effect upon_ him, 

His work was changed and extra diet given him, 
| and he was kept going until November | 
| when he began to decrease his food. He was 
coaxed and expostulated with, and eventually 
had to be fed with an imvalid’s feeding 
He became very excited, threatened to cut his 
throat, and was removed to a padded cell. He 
resisted féeding, and, being a powerful inan, 
force had to be used. 

One reason he gave for refusing food was 
that other prisoners serving long sentences }a1 
had their cases reconsidered,’ while he had

On Monday afternoon he had a sudden 
syncope attack, and, in epite of every effort to 
revive him, he succumbed. 

The Medical Officer said that he was not sure 
that deceased abstained from food so that he 
might die. His object was to bring pressure 
on the authorities as to his possible release. 
Death was not due to etarvation. They had 
hopes, as in many similar cases, that he might 
think better of his action and resume rmal 
wavs.
